able romarka oil tlio Iula Presbyterian 'I'cn ■ 
iiiaetiiig. 1 lo objoctd to Homo of tiio Hpoocliei: 
on tbo ground ibal tliey wcro a mere re-liasli 
of platitudes, weak and UDinstructive— that 
in one of tbom tbo graalest amount of Inu- 
gU!if;o was used in " recounting tlie lensl 
evoiill'iil of events ;" and demands somcliiiuK 
hiylior — some now ideas in tho addiesaos 
dolivurcil at tlje.su fiocinl gullioiiiigs. Weciiii- 
Dot allogotlicr ogroo willi our corrcspondeiil. 
Tlie majority ol tlie spccolics were fur aiKjvr 
the average of those previously doliveied iii 
aooial or religious meelinga ou Vancoiivi i 
Island. Taking tlio nature of the fcsiivul 
into oonsideration wo einilil indcoil Rcnu-i'lv 
luivt liad luoiij iippropriati' ioinail;:i ili.iii 
llioBO wliicli fdl Irom Ilia I'J.xcellcncy (lov- 
•rnor Kouoody, Chief Justice NccdbaDi. ilio 
Bev. Dr. Evans, and the Rev. Mr. Somervillr. 
They were all directed to the one great poinl- 
tbe desirability of harmony and unity in 
tliini;ti caaciitial. It oonid nut lio fu'inili' 
necessarily incai^ic report wliioli wc ga.^: nl 
the addroBSoa that our cnrroapoiuiuiit ii:.iwi 
his deductions — olluir\vi?o lio mifjltt I'O a 
little cxcuaablo — but Iroin llie speeclirs ns 
they wore delivered j for ho talks uf 
the multiplicity of words used by one gen- 
tleman to describe a very insignificant ovenl. 
That tlierc was some fluent prosinesa in onu 
or two of tlie aubsequent spoccbos wc are 
ready lo admit ; but nil man, howavor fluent, 
aro not orators, and an luidiouco miial ouen- 
sionally be charitable. Under any oircuin- 
stanoos it is asking too much of polialird 
rhetoric, eloso reasoning, and originality ul 
Ihonglit to demand tliuir proacnce at u social 
gatliorint; like a Ica-meeting. II wo want 
now and iiistruetivo idoaa always onum-iatid 
we must liava on hand a supply of ppeakors 
that even the Uouso of Commoos would find 
it difTicnlt to aSerd, and an occasion to bring 
them out. Lord .Stanley ia n very fs^oi] 
outb'irily on public speaking ninl Im'i a pinlly 
correct knotviedgo o( tlio mo.'t '' illuHlriims 
assemblage in tlio world,'' and wbat iloea 
he say ! He shows us that the really 
good speakers of the House of Commons 
are in a very small minority — and that (liient 
bores aro numerienlly infinite ; but then tlio 
deliberative asaombly is awaro of ihc liet, 
and treats tbo laenibera accordingly. ' i hc 
Houac, aa long an I liavu known il," saja 
Lord Stanley, " bus always shown a marvel 
Ions tact, almost apptoachiog to instinci. in 
discerning who are thoHo who are likely lu 
contribute anything to its debutes, nod who 
are those who nioroly get up to waste time 
and air their vocabulary. 1 have beard men 
who have spoken witli real iluoncy aed olo- 
qucuco ; in a woril, men ol that kind who are 
described as having great command of lan- 
guage, when probably it would be truer to 
say that language has groat command of 
tbem, because Iboy have about as nnicb 
command of it as a n,an lias of a runaway 
horse, — J have liearJ men of that class de- 
scribed aa not Knowing what they wero gnnif,' 
to say when they gut up, not knowing v-U:\\ 
they were ?ayiiig when on their legs, and not 
knowing what they had said when they sat 
down. Many and many a man of that sorl is 
left to duclaini lo empty benches, while y^u 
have the ear of 100 cr r)()i) mernhers iHleuiiii; 
in silent respect to some ono else who rer- 
tainly had not tbegiftof oratory, and bron<.;lit 
bis sentences out head foremost, or tail I m, - 
most, till you alnioal wondered liuw it 
possible a man eoulil Kpeak siieli bad qiain- 
iiiiu." 'I'here may be a litlle exag;;i;M;iiiii 
III the l.i-l ii iiuuii ; lor it is rarely in aiiv rd- 
uc.it'.il assembly that a man wli'j lia> ;;<it 
anytliing woith 8,iying will say it in ver) iin- 
grammilioal language ; hut the experience 
of this statesman, and it tuns over n legisla- 
tive period of seventeen years, ia worth 
gomelhine; ; and when bn tells us tliat .mi 
in the Hdiisu ul ('uminoMS llieii' in imiinall 
number of speakers who, in our eorrespuiid- 
ent'a language, " recount at tbo greatest pos 
Bible length, the least eventful ol svonts," 
let Ul make somo allowance for lesa preten- 
tious assomblagcs on Vancouver Island. 

A lea-inec;liii;; is, however, not oxaclly Iho 
jilaee in wliieh .speaker.a are, according to our 
enrresjiniiileiil ■ llieory, lo " launch oul new 
ideas. '" \\'e cerl'iinly ruiihl have iin .'bjer- 
lion to iho original IboughlH, if tljoy were not 
hurtful to Iho feelings of some particular 
sect; but in a mixed assemblage of all 
denoniinatioii.s it is just as well thai ll-.c 
.speaUeLi shuuKl not get very lur oul ul ih 
beaten track. Tlie object o! luioli galheriiu;- 
leaving out thu linanoial one, ia to make all 
parties " fcol ut home ; " to bring tonelhor 
tbo divene elements of Christianity and make 
them feel that they are really all brethren 
laboring for llio ono ;;r.iat cause. Wo ni ii 
sorry ilial so Infill .in anlliDi iiy as llio liisluip 
of Columbia elioiild have takon an i)ppr,.siio 
view of tho (|Uoalion, and that he shoiilil have 
declined au iuvilation cxlcndod to him by 
the Committee on tho ground that bo la not 
a Presbyterian ! What in heaven's name is 
a I'rosbyterinri, or a Wnslnyaii, or a Roman 
("nlliolie, but a (Jlinsliun ; and on what Cliris- 
tiiiii or apoalolic grounds can liishop Hills 
BOt such an example lo his congregation ? Ia 
there contamination in the '.ouch ol any do- 
nominatioo difloring from our own, altbougb 
laboring for the sarao great end, and is 
ridigion, liko fioololy, to bo regulated by tho 
lineners of our clolli and tho fiillnoiia ol our 
jinekcl ? Surely our clerical teachers have 
mistaken tlioir inisslun, and inudu religion a 
pursonality ! If not, why ciinnot a llisbop ol 
the Okuroh of Kogland lend his ooaDleaaDco 
and auiaUDoo to a oange that haa really as 



muoh ol (rue Chrislianily about it as tho ser- 
mons that are preached from the pulpit from 
one year's end to another's T The great 
mnr.il iitoecpl taught us is to " Ioto od» 
noighbor us ouraell ;" and no sooner is an 
opportunity ollotdod for all clusses of di- 
versely lliiiiking Clirialinus lo meet together 
under tho sarao roof ond fraternise in triio 
brotherly spirit, tbao we are told in aubslaDoa 
it is wrong, ond that tho true way to carry out 
tho diviuo commands ia In iionriab every little 
petty dideruiico ol creed— lo foster sectional 
divort'ily, if not indeed animosity ; nod to 
oscliow evorylliiiig that is not of our own 
way of thinking. Can nnylhiug bu more 
contrary to tbo spirit of scriptural tcacliing, 
and anything more antngonistio to the epiead 
of Christianity? What faith cnii wc biivo 
in Ibu oinniciatioii ornry 'voclc from tho inilpit 
of humility uud charily, when we liiul such 
narrow-liiiiidoil aecliouivl foeliiigs as lliis 
in the loachor ? Is this Iho example 
wu are to be set in order.that wo may love 
ono another — "I am not a Presbyterian; 
Ihcroforc 1 eanr^ol assist you in your Chrls- 
lian woik." Wo uuinh'i- il Ihc '■ (!eod 
.Samaiilaii " louk llie procaiitiun lo nvl; Iho 
unfortunate pcisun by Iho w.iysido liis par- 
ticular bcliel bcfu.o granting hini aasistanee. 

Is it a matler of surprise thai there aru ud<> 
believers — that iBoro are empty Churches — 
that there ate nieii who, in n reverend peutlo- 
rnnn'.H langua;;o, apcnil their Sundays liko a 
Siwaah's dog!" We think not. The real 
wonder is, indood, that thcni aro any grnuinc 
Christians at all.
